The patent term adjustment for U.S. patent number 7,172,905 was calculated by 
the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office based on activities and associated dates detailed in 
the Patent Application Information Retrieval (PAIR) system Patent Term Adjustment 
History, attached as Exhibit B. Applicant's Attorney believes that errors and/or omissions 
in the calculation and/or the PAIR system Patent Term Adjustment History may have 
resulted in an incorrect patent term adjustment for U.S. patent number 7,172,905 as 
described in detail below. Pursuant to 37 C.F.R §1 .705(d), this request for reconsideration 
is being filed within two months of the issue date of the above-referenced patent.

Total patent term adjustment 

For the present application, the total patent term adjustment pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.703(f) is the period of adjustment pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.703 reduced by any delay 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.704. Thus, we believe that the patent term adjustment should 
be 913 days - 380 days = 533, instead of the 468 days indicated on the issued patent 
number 7,172,905. 

It is respectfully asserted that the patent term adjustment determined by the U.S.
